- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same.

Response to Statement of The Substance of Interview 



1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive in behalf of the interview on 1 1 March 2003 and, therefore, 
the finality of that action is withdrawn. 



2. Claims 16 and 20 are objected to because of the informalities, which were 
discussed in the interview, in which the claims would be amended to clear up any 
ambiguities in the claims language. 



3. Claims 14-22 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A method for fabricating a plasma display panel comprises a step of disposing a 
photolithographic mask having a pattern of a wall-like projections, and followed by 
exposure and development of a first and a second photosensitive material layer 
simultaneously; or forming a sandblast-resistant convex layer and forming thereon a 
barrier rib material layer for sandblasting. 

The limitations discussed above are neither disclosed nor suggested by the prior 
art of records.
